Post Office Policy. 


The new estimates for the British, Post 
Office were introduced in the House of 
Commons yesterday by Mr. Kellaway. 
They reveal a most encouraging condition 
of affairs. During the year which ended 
in March, 1921, the accounts of the Post 
Office showed a deficit of £7,300,000. Last 
year they showed a surplus of £9,300,000. 
Mr. Kellaway explained that this remark- 
able result was secured solely through the 
agency of drastic economy: Ratgs were 
raised and working expenses were cut to 
the bone. Consequently, the Postmaster- 
General is now in a position to reduce 
his charges. No other Post Office in the 
world is working at a profit, and in the 
majority of cases postal services are 
subsidised heavily by the State. Nearly 
the whole surplus has been devoted to 
the reduction of postal charges. Letters, 
postcards, and printed circulars will cost 
less to transmit in the future, while Sun- 
day collections and despatches of mails 
will be restored throughout the Kingdom.

Players now usually lead the fourth highest 
of their longest suit at no trumps (if the 
partner has not called), but, although they lead 
cortectly, few partners take advantage of the 
information thus conveyed. We will suppose 
that a player has five of one suit, king, 10, 8, 6, 
and 2. He leads the 6, thus showing his partner 
that there are five cards outside his hand which 
will beat the 6. Dummy puts down the knave, 
7, and 5. The 7 is played on the 6, and the 
leader's partner, holding queen, 9, 4, plays the 
9, calculating there can only be one card m the 
declarer’s hand to beat this. To put on the 
queen would be bad play, as it would probably 
leave the knave a winner. The “eleven” rule 
is of great importance, and players who do not 
avail themselves of it ‘are at a decided dis- 
advantage.

THE TRINITY COLLEGE WAR 
MEMORIAL.

The authorities of Dublin Univeraity have just 
issued in book form the War List of the Univer 
sity, edited by Professor Fry, F.T.€C.D. The 
jist contains the names and other details regard- 
ing those belonging to, or associated with, the 
University who served in the Great War. The 
list includes 3.042 members of the University, 
450 members of the Officers’ Training Corps who 
were not members of the University, 26 em- 
ployés of the college, and 11 who were im the 
employment of the Colleze Printing House, 
making, in all, the fine total of 5,529 names. 

Of the 3.042 members of the University who 
served in the war, 454 were killed in action or 
died on service, and, so far as has been ascer- 
tained, not less than 343 other men were wounded 
The list includes 869 undergraduates, who 
gave up their college course to serve in the war;

It is probable, however, 
that most great cities have their gymnasia 
of vice. The aptest pupils are young 
children, whose feet are set on the path 
of crime before-their sense of sight and 
wrong has had time to mature and become 
fixed. In the interests of the community. 
therefore, any “professor” of stealing

dant-General Lynch, of the Executive 
Headquarters (Four Courts) arrived and 
were later joined by Commandant-General 
Mellowes, Cammandant Sean Moylan, and 
Commandant-General McKeon. 

The members were in frequent con- 
ference with the Dail Committee, and it 
was noticed that the general feeling was 
one of friendliness and good-will. Among 
other Army representatives who were in 
attendance were Commandant Seumas 
Robinson, of the Executive forces, and 
Colonel-Commandant Lawlor, Adjutant, 
Midland Division of the Regular troops. 

The military conference lasted nearly 
three hours, and after the official 
announcement concerning the truce was 
issued, the represeniatives of both sides 
took immediate step:: to convey the deci- 
sion to their respective commands in the 
country.

RAPALLO TREATY AND 
REPARATIONS. 


DEMAND FOR EXPLICIT 
EXPLANATIONS. 


The following Note has been addressed 
by the Reparations Cothmittee to the Ger- 
man Government :— . 

The Reparations Commission has the 
honour of acknowledging the receipt of 
the letter of the German Government, 
dated April 29, enclosing the text of the 
Treaty of Rapallo in-conformity with the 
request contained in the Commission’s 
letter of April 2). 

After -a first examination, and without 
prejudice to any other observations which 
might. be presented. later on, the Com- 
mission desires to make the following ob- 
servations at the present time :— 

(1) In Clause 2 of the Treaty of Rapallo, the 
German Government renounces all claims re- 
lating to Germans’ primie rights, the rights 
of the Reich, and thos of German States. This 
renunciation, formulated in general terms, 
implies neither restrictions nor rescrvations. 

The Reparations Commission points out that 
the German Government cannot renounce rights 
that have been, or are to. be, transferred by the 
same Government to the Commaission, in execu- 
tion of Clause 360 of the Treaty. of ‘Versailles 

The Commission supposes that such was not 
the intention of the German Government, cr 
the Government of the Soviet Republic. Never- 
theless, :o that no doubt may subsist in this 
matter, the Reparations Commission asks the 
German Government to confirm whether it is 
actually wo. 

(2) The renunciation of Clause 2, as it is 
drafted, appears to apply to the rights of the 
Reich and of the German Statcs, as wel! as to 
those of German subjects. . Referring to Clause 
£48 of the Treaty of Versailles, the Reparations 
Commission. would like to receive gull details cf 
all the rights of the Reich and of the German 
States in regard to which any renunciation may 
have been made, and to be infermed of the 
reasons for which the assent of the Commission 
was not asked beforehand. 

(5) In view of the fact that the Treaty was 
concluded “without. the Commission’s opinion 
being asked beforehand, and without the terms 
of the Commission’s letter of March 21 last 
being taken into account, the Commission be- 
eves that it is justified in supposing. that no 
tresh charge on the Budget of the Reich is 
contemplated, as. likely to result from the 
Treaty, cither for the payment of indemnities 
to German <«ubijects for rights and interests 
vested in Russia, and to which the renunciation 
applies, or for guarantecs attaching to the 
economic facilities which it is proposed to grant 
in order to co-operate in the reconstruction of 
Russia. 

The Commission will, however, be glad to re- 
celve express assurances on this point. 

(4) While acknowledging the oftorts which the 
German Government proposes to make in order 
to co-operate in the economic restoration of 
Russia and to re-establish normal commercial 
relations between Russia and Germany, the 
Commission thinks that it is its duty to see that 
every possible guarantee is provided, so that the 
obligations assumed by Germany in this matter 
shall not impede the regular execution of those 
which the Treaty of Versailles has imposed on 
that Power as regards the Allied Powers. 

The Commission, therefore, reserves the right 
of considering the effects of the application of 
the Treaty of Rapallo, and of taking~ any 
measures the circumstances may render desir- 
able for the protection of the privileges and 
interests. of the said Powers. 

It should be understood that the Commission 
has confined>its remarks in the present letter 
to questions of a practical nature, coming 
directly within its competence. It is evidently 
outside the powers of the Commission to con- 
cern itself with particular questions affecting 
the stipulations of the Treaty of Versailles, 
which are beyond its authority, or with any 
general questions ee from the text itself 
of the Treaty of Rapallo or from the circum- 
stances in which it was concluded.

MR. DE VALERA STATES HIS 


VIEWS. 


Mr. de Valera, who was introduced by Mrs. 
E. Ceannt, speaking at a meeting at The 
Fountain, Jamess street, last night, said that 
he did not want to say anything that would 
make more difficult the task that certain mem- 
bers of Dail Eireann had committed to them 
of finding an agreement on which Dail Eireann 
might again work unitedly for the good of the 
Irish nation. - (Applause.) It was a sad thing 
to see members of Dail Eireann ranged against 
each other instead of side by side against the 
only enemy of Ireland, which was Britain, and 
it was sad to eee soldiers who fought side by 
side firing upon one another and killing one 
another. That was brought about by the fact 
that there were men and women in Ireland who 
would never consent to be British subjects. 
There was no man in Ireland more anxious for 
dam than he was, but he knew that the 

reaty would not bring peace, and he was 
againet the Treaty because he knew that it 
meant war of the very worst kind; it meant 
war amongst themselves. l did not mean 
peace with Britain either. 

He _ reiterated the reasons why he opposed 
the Treaty both in the country and in Dail 
Eireann. They were told that they had got 
more than than Parnell or O'Connell had ever 
dreamt of, but he for one would rather begin 
with a Councils Bill for the whole of Ireland 
than take Dominion Home Rule for twenty-six 
counties, and it was not even Dominion Home 
Rule. They were told that they were getting 
evacuation. Nothing of the sort! ‘The 
British were evacuating places that they did 
not want, and keeping places that they did 
want, keeping ports to strengthen what Lloyd 
George called the front trench of the British 
Empire. The British aent troops from the 
centre of Ireland to the Northern arca in 
order that their fellow-countrymen might be 
murdered with impunity. Worse than that, 
for the first time British troops would claim 
to be here by the free will of the Irish people. 
Up to the present they were invaders, and 
they had the right to put them out. 
He asked the people now to Say, as 
they said four years ago, that they 
claimed nothing but their God-given 
right to have their country for themselves, 
They were going to have the courage to 
maintain that right. (Cheers,) They had an 
established Parliament and Government that 
could legislate for Ireland and rule Ireland and 
provide all the rights of Ireland, and that was 
the Government of the Republic of Ireland.

FIGHT AGAINST ODDS. , 

The following report was issued br G.H.Q., 
Beggars’ Bush Barracks, Dublin, last mght :— 

“ About 4 pum. to-day a raid was made on the 
Ulster Bank, Buncrana, by‘a party of. irregulur 
fcrces. The matter was reported to the head- 
quarters of the regular troops of the I.R.A. im 
the town, and a party was sent out to iniercept 
the raiders. 

‘On arrival at the bank premises an engage- 
ment between the rogular troons and the raiders 
took place, in which one of the irrégular forces 
was killed and others. wounded. 

“The regular garrison, which is smail in 
number, he seoil, their divisional headquarters 
for reinforcements, but on their arrival in the 
town the raiding party had got away. 

“While returning later in the evening from 
Buncrana this party of regular troops came 
upon a strong foree of irregulars, armed with 
machine-guns and rifles, at Newtowncunning- 
ham. 

“An encounter took place, in which the re- 
ular forces offered a stout resistance, though 
ess in numbers. One volunteer, named 
McGinley, was killed, and four other soldiers 
of the regular forces wounded. 

“ The casualties on the side of the opposing 
forces are not known.” 


FURTHER DETAILS. 


Our Londonderry Correspondent says that the 
raiders, numbering about 16, arrived in Bun- 
crana in two motor cars. They went to the 
Hibernian Bank, but it was closed, the train 
bringing the manager from Londonderry being 
late. They made an unsuccessful effort to gain 
an entrance, and then went to the Beifast 
Bank, where they held up the staff at the re- 
volver point, and took £800. 

Meanwhile, a Free State sentry called out 
the garrison of seven 1.R.A. regulars, who en- 
deavoured to intercept the raiders. Just as 
they were about to make off with the haul of 
money the Free Staters opened fire at long 
range upon the irregulars in the main street, 
and a sharp engagement, which lasted ten 
minutes, ensued. : : 

Many inhabitants went into the street to see 
the fight, and their presenee considerably ham- 
pered the operations of the Free Staters, who 
endeavoured to avoid hitting non-combatants. 

Eventually the mutineers succeeded in getting 
away with their spoil and their wounded, who 
numbered two. One of these is believed to he 
in such a serious condition that it is unlikely 


that he will recover. . mé

CIVILIANS WOUNDED. . 


Five civilians were wounded. Essie Fletcher, 
aged 9 years, was struck by a bullet in the 
abdomen; John Cavanagh was wounded in the 
arm, and his 19-year-old daughter, Mary Ellen, 
was shot in the lung, where the buile) is lodged. 
Peter McGowan was shot through both ankles. 
Patrick Maguire was wounded above the eye. 
All the wounded were taken to Londonderry 
Infirmary. Essie Fletcher died in hospital. 


THE AMBUSH, 


Messages were sent to Drumboe Castle, Bally- 
bofey, the headquarters of the Donegal official 
1.R.A., for reinforcements, and later in the 
afternoon three Crossley tenders and five motor 
cars went to Buncrana with a big force of 
Free Staters. When they were passing through 
Newtown-Cunningham they were ambushed by 
large parties of irregulars, who, concealed in 
houses, opened a deadly fire upon them. 

The regulars replied as they passed through. 

The total casualties on the ‘side of the 
regulars were three - killed, one dangerously 
wounded, two seriously wounded, one wounded, 
and one wounded taken prisoner. The last- 
mentioned, after being hit, fell out of the 
Crossley car, and was picked up by mutineers. 
One of the dead was killed instantly by a 
bullet through the heart. 

The other wounded were taken to 
the house of a Protestant farmer, 
named Hamilton, near Newtown-Cunningham, 
where everyihing possible was done for them. 
Two of the wounded were shot in the abdomen, 
and died almost immediately. Three. of the 
other four wounded are in a very serious con- 
dition. One was struck in the abdomen with a 
bullet, which went through the spine. He is 
suffering intense agony, and is not expected to 
recover. The other two wounded have been hit 
in the legs. 

Doctor Rankin, Newtown-Cunningham, and 
Doctors Maguire and Keohne, Londouderry, at- 
tended the wounded, and eventually they were 
removed to the County Hospital at Lifford. 

The Free Etate troops were in uniform, and 
were fired on from commandeered houses on 
both sides of Newtown-Cunningham village, 
where about 200 armed mutineers arrived early 
in the morning, end were billeted on people in 
the district. 


ULSTER FACING THE CRISIS. 


Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home Affairs. 
in the Northern Parliament, addressing a mee 
ing of women Unionists in Belfast last night, 
said that Ulster was at the crisis of its fate, 
which would be determined within the next few 
months. Their enemies were using every effort 
to force them under the control of the South, 
which might be Free State or, more probably, 
Republican. 

Anarchy prevailed in the South; where there 
was no security for life or property. The trouble | 
in Ulster was due to the fact that the Govern- 
ment there had been elected in accordance with 
the will of the majority of the in the 
North, and not in accordance with the desires 
of those in the South.

“BROADCASTING” IN 
BRITAIN, 
GOVERNMENT'S PLAN. 


The British Postmaster-General promises 
great reforms. In addition to the reduced 
charges which were announced by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in his Budget 
speech, he proposes to develop air mail 
services in the country and to introduce 
& system of “broadcasting” wireless 
messages. | 

The Post Office estimates for the ensuing year 
amount to £25,822,000. They were presented 
to Parliament yesterday by Mr. Kellaway, who 
said that, while there was a deficit on the work- 
ing of the department of £7,300,000 for the year 
entled March, 1921, he was estimating a surplus 
this year of £9,320,000. The improved position 
was due entirely to drastic reductions in ex- 
penditure. 

Part of the surplus would cover the cost of 
the concessions that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer announced on Monday. The Sunday 
collection of letters would be restored on the 
28th inst., and the cheaper rates for letters, 

teards, and printed matter would come into 
oree on the following day. There would be no 
reductions on parcels or newspapers. 


the telephone charges were :— 

A reduction of 30s. in rental for private 
users. 

A reduction in the local message fee, 
whether business or private, from three half- 
pence to a penny farthing. . 

On trunk lines there would be an average 
reduction of 25 per cent. in the rates charged 
for calls made between 2 p.m. and 7 p.m. 
Mr. Kellaway also said that he would provide 

improved telephone services in country districts. 


WIRELESS. 

Dealing with the “ broadcasting ” of wireless 
messages, he said that the system had a great 
vogue in the United States. He hoped to make 
arrangements which would enable those in- 
terested to have a reasonable service without 
causing interference with the commercial or 
Government use of wireless. He had received 
applications from various quarters for permission 
to open transmitting stations. ° 

He had deci to- establish a limited 
number of radio telephone “ broadcasting ”’ 
stations. The country would be divided, 
roughly, into areas centring on London, 
Cardiff, Plymouth. Birmingham, Manchester, 
Newcastle, Glasgow, or Edinturgh and Aber- 
deen, and one or more “broadcasting” stations 
would be allowed in each of these areas. Per- 
mits for these stations would~be granted only 
| to British firms Who wete bona-fide manufac- 
turers of wireless apparatus. It would be im- 
passible to grant all applications made for the 


ht to transmit. 
__ Tye normal hours for “broadcasting “ would 
be f 5 to 11 o'clock in the evenings, except 
on Sundays, when there would be no limit. tho 
also proposed tliat, facilities for obtaining per- 
mite for the reception of these messages should 
be greatly simplified. The ibilities ef this 
service were almost untimited. 

With regard to the carriage of mails by air, 
the progress that had been made in most coun- 
tries had not realised the sanguine expectations 
held ten years ago. He thought, however, that 
last year showed greater progress than any other 

riod. There would be three services between 

ngland and Paris. A service to Bruseels and 
another to Holland would start on May 15. ‘The 
most succesful of the air services was that from 
Cairo to Bagdad. ‘The ordinary versed from 
London to Bagdad of 30 days had been re- 
duced by the nee of aeroplanes to 12 days.

WILD NIGHT ON THE BORDER. 


Attacks were made early on Wednesday morn- 

ing on the Ulster Special Constabulary post 
near Elagh, on the Londonderry-Donegal 
border, three miles north of Londonderry City, 
and on the residence of Major R. L. Moore, on 
the border some three miles south of the city. 
, A Special Constabulary sergeant was slighily 
wounded during the attack on Elegh post, but 
nobody was injured at Major Moore's residence, 
which was unoccupied. 

The attack on the police post was made by 
a party of 50 to 100 men, armed with rifles and 
machine guns. They drove to the border in a 
fleet of stolen motor cars, and took up posi- 
tions on a hill overlooking the garrison’s post 
at one oclock in the morning. The pohce 
sergeant in charge of Elagh saw a signal lamp 
being used, and at once disposed his men ‘to 
meet an attack. 

Shortly afterwards the raiders opened fire 
with rifles and machine guns, to which the 
Specials replied. ~ The firing was maintained 
for fifteen minutes, the whole district being 
swept by bullets. " The attackers then retired. 

Sergeant Roberts was wounded in the hand 
and igre taken s to Londonderry.

© attack on Major Moore's house was made 
at ‘about the ‘same time by a hundred men. 
The gardener, the only person on the premises, 
was seized, and for two hours the raiders fired 
at the house with rifles and machine guns. Al! 
the windows were shattered, but no other 
damage was done. 

Some months ago Major Moore’s house at 
Belleek, on the Fermanagh border, wag raided 
and an abortive attempt was made to kidnap 
him. He is Commandant of the Londonderry 
‘OC’ Class of the Ulster Special Constabulary. 


AUGHNACLOY INCIDENT.

as a much needed stimulus on the trade 
of the country. 

A cheap and efficient postal service is 
the lifeblood of the commercial prosperity 
of the country, and to secure such a ser- 
vice every penny that the Post Office pro- 
duces in the way of surplus must 
eventually be devoted.

AN ABLE COMMANDER. 


News from Chipa is full of colour, says The 
Time: The earlier messages of: yesterday 
reported a successful advance trom Changsintien 
of three miles by the Fengtien (Chang Tso Lin's 
forces), who captured many prisoners and ap- 
peared to be marching on to victory.

Last year he had been able to carry out part 
of his proposed tour of inspection; but this year 
he had been to districts which he had never 
before visited since he had become High Com- 
missioner. 

To my question regarding the state of the 
country, Lord Allenby renlied- that it was 
exceedingly qi@et-—remarkably so, considering 
the diversity of tribes—and that wherever he 
had gone the people expressed contentment with 
the present system of: Government.
